HAS ADVANTAGES 


Washington, Dec. 8—In a report to 
President Coolidge on the world wheat 
situation yesterday, Secretary of. Ag- 
riculture Wallace practically recom- 
He 


mended an increase in the tariff. 
emphasized the: advantages of ‘the 


Canadian wheat grower over the Uni- 


ted States producer, and said: 
“In face of larger world supplies 


the price of Canadian wheat is being 


depressed to the point where it can be 
expected to fiow over the tariff wall 
in a large volume and directly com- 
pete with American hard spring wheat 


unless the duty is materially increas- 


ed. ” 

Mr. Wallace declared it was quite 
apparent that, the Canadian farmer 
has advantages which enable him to 
produce wheat at materially, lower 
costs per. bushel than the Anierican 
farmer. He stressed the value of 
cheap water rates on the lakes to the 
Canadian growers, and added: 

“The yield of wheat ,which is a 
very important factor in the cost of 
production, is materially higher in 
western Canada than in many of 
our wheat producing states. Canada 
has an advantage also in land values, 
the quality of wheat and lower freight 
rates,” :

“This ‘means 
they do not try’ to’ make their farm 
places attractive and homelike, and it 
reflects to the disadvantage in getting 
‘others to come here, and purchase the 
places which are being offered. There 
must be a right about change if we 
ever expect to build up a population 
required to make the taxes less, and 
make the facilities and utilities now 
furnished by the government a paying 
proposition.” Western optimists have 
declared that “there is no demand for 
plots in the cemeteries out here.” But 
{t is open to question whether this 
enthusiasm which 
gives no thought to death or an un- 
defined plan to die elsewhere. In any 
event western Canada, perhaps even 
more than other parts of the coun- 
try, is facing the problem not only of 


; getting settlers, but of keeping them. 


A Brighter 
Outlook 


As the season advances there can 
be no doubt but that general business 
conditions are surely improving. The 
‘largest crop that was ever produced 
in Alberta (if not in the whole world 
ag far as yield is concerned) has been 
safely harvested and the threshing of 
it’ almost completed. Probably one- 
half the grain has been marketed 
and turned into cash, and although .the 
margin between the cost of producing 
it, and the price being received is 
not what it should be, yet the cash 
‘has come into the country and is now 
moving freely in the channels of trade. 

Banks and loan companies are not 
disguising the.fact that borrowers are 
meeting their obligations much better 
than for several years past. .There 
are cases where mortgages have been 
paid in full from this year's sales, 
while interest payments are being 
met very satisfactorily. Merchants 
who have done a credit business claim 
that collections are improving, and 
that much of the new money is being 
used to liquidate old debts. 

The past few years have certainly 
been hard, not only on Canadian far- 
mers, but those engaged in agricul- 
tural pursuits in all parts of the 
world. .When prices were high for 
grain and livestock during the -war, 
tremendous expansion was taking 
place in preparing for increased out- 
put. The majority of the farmers 
bonght more land, or cleared what 
they had with labor at war prices. 
The climax came suddenly and pro 
ducts had to be sold at less than it 
cost to raise them. This naturally 
resulted in discontent and disappoint- 
ment, and had its effect on all lines 
of business, Tho past week or so

Kept in Canada ! 

By far the greatér part of this 
money is of course distributed in 
Canada, just as is the case with the 
Company's vast payroll of over 
$100,000,000 annually, and the many 
millions it yearly spends on the 
purchase of supplies under the pol- 
icy of distributing as much of its 
expenditure as is possible in the 
country it exists to serve. 

The operation of the fund is sim- 
plicity itself, Upon reaching the 
age of 65 every employee who has 
joined the staff before reaching the 
age of forty is entitled to retirement 
if the Company so desires and can 
claim a pension of one per cent. of 
the average monthly pay received 
for the ten years preceding retire- 
ment for every year in which he has. 
been in the Company's service. This 
is as the system’ was first devised 
twenty years ago, and there has 
been but one amendment to its pro- 
visions, In 1908 it was found that 
In some cases thé. amount of the 
pension so calculated was. insuffi- 
cient to protect the recipient against 
want as was intended, and it was 
provided that from thenceforth the 
minimum amount of pension pai 
would be $20 per month. 

Fosters Efficiency 

That this system has been a big 
factor in fostering’ the efficiency so 
largely identified’ with Canadian 
Pacific operation is undeniable. Mr, 
E,W. Beatty, President of the

“The winter is. too long and takes 
too ‘much’ feed for, ordinary, cows” he 
says, although he admits that at the 
present he himself keeps just ‘ordin- 
ary” ones. . But he» meang;to change 


to pure, breds, something. that will 


bring him more.return for what he 
puts into ‘them, preferably ‘Holsteins 
or Ayrshires, At present-he is keep- 
ing from:ten to twelve milk cows, and 
even with these he states that he can 
obtain about $80 a:month;for several 
months, whe n exercising. good care. | 
His. profits, then, would be much in-, 
creased, he estimates, had he. cows of: 
recognized. heavy. milking or. butter- 
fat producing qualities. 

Root crops, he says, are not good’ 


‘for the cow. They contain too much 


sugar, and for this reason does not in- 
tend to take up this branch of farm- 
jing extensively, although he _ be- 
lieves in a succigent green fodder. 
He also varies, from the view. of many 
other farmers and dairymen in: the 
province, for he does not allow-a calf 
to suck its mother. He says that 
people who allow this make a mistake 
as it spoils both the cow for milking, 
and the calf. He finds he can raise 
his young stock quite well without the 
natural method, x 

At one time Mr. Reeves carried 
quite a large herd of cattle on the 
range, but today he hag not more than 
one or two head. The cattle trade 
went through a depression and many 
an Alberta rancher and farmer suffer- 
ed from having to maintain his stock 
through long and expensive winters. 
Mt, Reeves naively states that he man- 
aged to get out at the right time. Evi. 
dently this is one case where his 
banking | and 
proved invaluable in looking ahead. 

“That all pigs should be taught te 
eat when from six to eight weeks old 
and taken away trom their mothers, 
is one.of his ideas upon hog raising. 
Duroc Jerseys are ihe breed in which 
he places his faith and. has ten brood 
sows that produce good money. To 
show that he finds hog-raising a pro- 
fitable business, and one that he de- 
¢lares will produce’ better returns 
than any other line in farming, he 
states that after weaning his little 
pigs he believes he can buy every 
ounce of feed and then show 50 cents 
on the dollar profit. 

He makes a point of getting all his 
hogs even and feeds with-the idea of 
‘getting length. He starts his pigs off 

on whole oats when first weaned and 
later changes® to one-half. to  one- 
third chopped oats:with a little rye or 
wheat, and finishes off with barley. 
Some years he has not had the latter 
grain to complete the feeding with so 
hag finished off with wheat as_ this 
was the cheapest food he could buy. 

Water should be in front of hogs 
all the time, as they will drink five or 
six times a day, he says. Further- 
more, the water should be freshly 
taken out of the well and be free of 
dirt. .It should- not be allowed to 
stand, and in the winter time all that 
is necessary, is that it be fresh and 

lean. 

“Never let your hogs get too fat. 
If you do this you will lose all the 
little pigs.” This is another good 
axiom that he practices as well as 
preaches. And he never asks his sows 
to raise more than seven or eight 
pigs to the litter. It is only by watch- 
ing these little points and giving care 
to the raising of his litters that he 
can successfully raise hogs, and he 
is profiting by. his own past exper- 
iences. 

Of conrse, as a,hog raiser, Mr. 
Reeves has to grow a lot of his own 
feed, and like so many other farmers 
in the Wetaskiwin area -hag raised 
some remarkably heavy crops this} 
year. As an instance he threshed 39 
bushels of barley to the acre off sev- 
eral acres, yet he does not consider 
this so very extraordinary this year. 
“But,” he says; “when I write to my 
friends on the other side of the line, 
I cannot tell them about it.” “It is 
no good,” he declared, “telling them: 
of the heavy yields we are getting in| 
Alberta this year. They would notj 
believe me!” |
